My dear Mr. Page: 

My knowledge of your courageous and energetic leadership in the 
World Peace Movement leads me to call your attention to a manu¬ 
script I have just completed which, in story form, proposes to 
give to children of ten or eleven years mental age an emotional 
appreciation of the horror and undesirability of war. 

Though much literature characterized as peace propaganda has 
been directed to adults, I am not aware of many attempts to 
present to children an interpretation of war. Here, it seems 
to me, is a fertile field for the peace worker. I have little 
fear of immediate war for the adult who has had even a casual 
and indirect experience of our last great war, but I fear great¬ 
ly for the young child who has missed this mighty lesson and has 
not had even a vicarious experience of the realism of war. 

My story relates the experiences and feelings that come to two 
young American children as their family struggle through the 
war period. First, war comes as a welcome experience toned in 
glory and adventure. Then, as the family go through a period 
of severe trial and sacrifice, the tone slowly changes to a con¬ 
ception in terms of cruelty and horror, an interpretation that 
is driven home in a vivid human interest way by a deep, yet 
shaded tragedy in the home. The tragedy brings to the children 
with powerful emotional intensity the meaning and reality of war. 
Out of this misfortune and pain, the children, encouraged by the 
adults in the family, construct the true peace spirit and apply 
it simply but impressively to their childhood world. 

The manuscript is soon to be published by The Colonial Press of 
Clinton, Massachusetts. It has been carefully read and criti¬ 
cized by more than thirty adults who are either specialists in 
psychiatric work with children or persons who have intimate 
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Mr. Page 


knowledge of children’s literature* In addition, approximate¬ 
ly twenty-five children of known mental ages and reading habits 
have given their responses to the story* On the basis of these 
criticisms and empirical tests, the story has already undergone 
eleven extensive revisions* The indications are that it offers 
unusual promise as material for reading, screen, and drama. 

It is because of the serious and capable effort that has gone in¬ 
to the construction of this story and the encouraging nature of 
the responses to it that I feel justified in taking time to call 
it to your attention. If, in your busy life, you could find time 
to read this manuscript, I should be glad, indeed, to forward you 
my latest typewritten revision. (Average adult reading time - 
18 minutes.) Should you consent to read the narrative and then 
find it valuable and well presented, perhaps you would consider 
writing a brief Introduction, pointing out the need that this 
material fills. 

May I hear some indication from you on this matter?

Dear Kirbys 


I got back from Europe last week, and today - my first day of 
work at the office - I write you to send you my love and to ask you to very 
seriously consider whether you would join the Fellowship staff in some 
capacity. 


Ted Chaffee and most of the other members of our Committee are 
still away so that I am writing you entirely on my own responsibility. But 
when I learned last week, just after arriving home, that The World Tomorrow 
had merged with The Christian Century, the first thought that ooourred to me 
was "Would Kirby now consider joining the staff of the F. 0. R.?" Perhaps 
it might be right to ask you to become General Secretary and to leave me out 
of the picture in whole or in part if you should feel that you wanted to pick 
your own associates and have all of the executive responsibility for the 
Fellowship centered in you. Or it might be right for you and myself both 
to be Secretaries on some such arrangement as you formerly suggested to Ted 
Chaffee - that is we would arrive at certain divisions of function and work 
for whioh each of us would be primarily responsible in his own field. 

Again it may be that you will wish to center your activities mainly on the 
Pacific coast and perhaps in the Rocky Mountain area; in which case you might 
prefer to be responsible for a region somewhat as Claud Nelson is in the South. 

There may be other possibilities but I mention the above to show 
how open I would be personally to trying to reach a plan that would be fully 
satisfactory to you. Whether you would do whole-time or part-time work, and 
what the financial arrangements should be is again a matter for the consideration 
of the Executive Committee, yourself and myself. 

I understand that you are to be in New York for only one day, on 
the 17th of this month. Obviously that is when we should have our talk if what 
I am suggesting appeals to you at all. Meanwhile, I would like to have a 
telegraphic or airmail answer to this letter just as soon as you possibly can 
so that I can convey your views to Chaffee, Swift and whoever else we might wish 
to have join in our disoussion. I am thrilled by the idea of what the Fellow¬ 
ship might do with such a combination of Secretaries as yourself, Claud Nelson 
and me* 





This would a little reoonoile me to the discontinuance of 
The World Tomorrow. It is superfluous for me to say how deeply I regret 
its going under but clearly we could not expect you to continue it when 
the financial resources were not forthcoming. You hare made a gallant fight 
and done immeasurable good in your editorship of The World Tomorrow for the 
past eight years. For all that I am deeply grateful and I think there is 
nothing concerning which any of us need to be ashamed* 

If there were time I oould write a whole lot more but I think 
it is not neoessary.

Dear Friends, 






College opened on July the 10th. Owing to insufficient dormitory 
and laboratory facilities we had to refuse.many qualified applicants. We 
regret this, as India needs every man trained for rural life enrichment. 
Last spring we sent up fourteen for the Allahabad University B. Sc. Ag. 
degree, and all passed. This remarkable result added much to the institu¬ 
tion's reputation. The Allahabad University is recognised by the Lindsay 
Commission as the second, if not the first Indian University with respect 
to its standard of education. 

We are happy to say that we have the largest attendance of qualified 
Christian students we have ever had. One man in the Freshman class is a 
B. A. from South India, who has worked in a settlement for low caste people 
in Travancdre. We rejoice that our institution can give such a man the 
training.in agriculture he feels he must have to help better his own 
people. In this settlement he works on a sacrificial basis,, with ho fixed 
salary and not more than $10 a month to meet all his expenses. He has 
such a good mind that if he went into law or medicine one could prophesy a 
very distinguished career, but he ''has chosen a better part. ' ' His room¬ 
mate, a stalwart Christian boy, a convert whose family are Brahmans living 
in Tehri, a native state in.the Himalayan mountains, also, desires to carry 
the message back to : his own people. The Agricultural Institute is truly a 
meeting piece for men with a common purpose from the north and the south of 
India. Other Christian Students have come in the same spirit with similar 
objects in min r d and we rejoice to be able to help them. 

; In my last letter I wrote of .the terrible conditions in the earth¬ 
quake areas, and of the change of levels and the trouble that would come 
with the breaking of the rains. Government and the various relief associa¬ 
tions have done everything that human foresight could suggest to prepare 
for the probable and almost inevitable disasters. There has been a great 
flood with loss of life and Village sites submerged but the sand-covered 
land how has a deposit of rich aluvium which will restore the fertility to 
this garden spot of India. We were able to help by sending down a railway 
wagon load of fodder seed to the earthquake area. At Allahabad much of our 
garden stuff and fodder has been destroyed with heavy loss by the flood. 

Friends in America have sent us the first instalment of money for our 
broadcasting installation, the Government has given us a license and before 
very long we hope to broadcast a programme consisting of music, talks on 
health, agriculture, and Christianity. This should be a valuable Contri¬ 
bution to each village which gets a receiving outfit. We are deeply grate¬ 
ful to our friends in America who have made this possible. 

Although, our income from America has dropped over 60% in three 
years, meaning a very serious re-adjustment of all of our plans, God has 
enabled us to manage and to carry on without seriously crippling our 
efforts. In addition to my duties as Principal with all the correspondence 
and interviews and committees which the position entails, I am teaching 
nineteen fifty-minute periods a week. Fifteen of these are ''economics''. 







It is exceedingly difficult to get time to prepare properly and difficult 
to get the new hooks which are needed if one is to keep up in his subject. 
All of our teachers carry heavy burdens with inadequate equipment. We 
are therefore cheering each other with faith in the approaching campaign 
in America on behalf of all the American mission colleges in India. We 
are encouraged by the letters we receive expressing appreciation of our 
efforts to advance the Kingdom of God in India. We know that Christian 
America sympathises with India in her present struggles for religious, 
social, economic, and political freedom. 

We have prepared new plans and proposals for the All-India Board. of 
Higher Christian Education. This board was set up as the result of the 
visit of the Lindsay Commission on Christian Colleges in India. These 
proposals are to be examined and approved by this representative board so 
that American supporters may know that each approved institution fits into 
an inclusive programme without competition and is really fulfilling an 
urgent need in the whole Christian enterprise in India. 

The Provincial Board has just had a meeting in Allahabad and. has 
enthusiastically approved the Allahabad programme. They have given special 
stress to the unique opportunity of Holland Hall, which is the only Chris¬ 
tian college in India, internal to a great Government university. They 
heartily approved of our plan for the training of rural teachers and 
workers since no other Christian college in India is in a position to 
undertake it. Allahabad Christian College is to be the centre of research 
and extension for this entire area. Under the head of * ’Research and 
Extension 1 ’ the' Lindsay Commission has put forward as a major function of 
the Christian College, the relating of Christian Education to the Church 
and the growing Christian community. 

. These plans and recommendations are to be considered by the Central 
Board at Nagpur after which they go to the American Advisory Committee in r 
which Our Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions is participating. We * 
know that all old friends of the Allahabad Christian College will be 
greatly interested to see this united programme, and the great part that 
Allahabad'will have to play in it, " ; ; ;- 

it has been a bad year for Cholera. ' We have had an outbreak in the 
Leper Asylum with a number of deaths. My wife has been over there most of 
her working time for the last ten days and her presence and work has given 
confidence to the panic stricken folk. The medical staff has done val- ' 
iaptly with inoculations and using the remedies proved efficient in the 
last few years, reducing the mortality from this terrible disease. It is 
the ignorance of the people, however, that is the greatest hinderance, they 
do not realize that cholera is a disease and that cleanlines, good drinking 
water and. protection from flies can prevent it. But we must be very 
patient in our education methods. 

My wife'joins in sending loving greetings to all our friends.

Enclosed find check for five dollars, amount turned 
over to me for sale of some extra copies of the Questionnaire 
survey. These were sent by mistake, I think, and were, in 
addition to those you brought to Cleveland. We had to .sell 
them mostly to laymen after the conferences had closed. 

Enclosed dlso is a copy of our Social Service Commission 
report to the Worth-East Ohio Conference at Elyria. I read 
this report Saturday morning September 15th and after nearly 
two hounds of the most spirited debate we have had in years 
it was passed without deleting a single word on phrase, and 
with only a slight addition which the commission accepted. 

The fight was over the section on the "chaplaincy n • This 
will interest you. 

I believe the Wew York Conference of our church passed 
a similar statement under the leadership of Dr .Ralph Soclrman 
at their Afeetlng last spring. You might find out about it 
from Sockman. We felt rather elated at the defense we put 
up in setting a positive position over against our negative 
in providing that the Jfothodist church ( so far as our own 
conference is concerned) favors maintaining and supporting 
with church money, not military funds, the worK 7 of 
religious workers who .serve soldiers and sailors, ivhny of 
us believe this will be an issue at our next General Conference. 

Next June our Social Service Commission and Rural 
Commission will set up a three or four day conference at 
Baldwin-Wallaoe Collge, near Cleveland, The new President, 
Dr#L.C.Wright, has heartily approved. We will invite every 
minister in our conference and asV them 1 to' bring interested 
laymen. Our idea is a conference similar in organisation 
to the Minister*s Conference held in Union each summer. It 
will be scheduled immediately following Commencement. Will 
you be able to serve us£ I cannot say what the honorarium 
will be but as sdon as I can get our executive committee 
together that will be determined. We cannot offer much at this 
our first attempt but it will be some thing beyond expenses. 

I would like to have Jtou three days if possible, otherwise 
two. Please let me know. Also if you have suggestions about 
faculty in any social service field We will welcome them.

Dear Kirby: 

I received your wire in Oberlin 
and was very sorry that you were not there in 
person. It was ray plan to drive you to 
Elyria or Cleveland in time to take the train 
that night so that you would be in New York 
on Monday morning. It would have worked out 
all right, but I should have notified you that 
I could be your taxi man. 

I very greatly wished to talk with 
you because matters of the kind which you were 
proposing always lend themselves to explanation 
and reinterpretation by conversation. From the 
beginning I felt, as I expressed myself in the 
telegram, that the idea of a department for you 
and Reiny would be quite out of the question, 
but I have the feeling that if we could talk it 
over, some equivalent of this idea might emerge 
in a form which would be mutually satisfactory. 

We would not want, and I am sure you would not 
wish, to have the appearance of a divided editorial 
authority in The Christian Century. This would 
be obviously the worst kind of journalism. Paul's 
expression of disfavor to this idea reflected our 
well defined conception of sound journalism. 

I have nothing clearly enough in mind 
to warrant me in making a counter suggestion by 
correspondence, but I felt that if we could talk 
the matter over freely we might be able to meet 
the situation satisfactorily. Meanwhile I hope you 
will be assured of our desire that you virrite 
articles as frequently as you are prompted to do. 

I would further suggest that you be free to cast 
your articles in editorial form and in proper editorial 
length whenever you feel that you would like to 
have something said editorially rather than personally. 
This applies both to our long and short editorials. 

It will strengthen our hand to know that you are 
participating in this way.

JElangai Province, China 
September 22, 1934 


Dear Friend: 


This ia the first tine in ay life that X have ever 
written an article In an airplane or taken part In an evangelistic can— 
palgn in which the means of transportation was largely by air* Three 
times ttls week we have had to fly • twice In the private plane of General 
sad “* l< * 1 * Chlang Kai-shek provided by their generous courtesy* Both of 
them have taken the keenest Interest in the campaign of the Tooth end fie 11- 
gion Movement, which la to be oonduoted throughout China, ineluding tto 
sixteen oities which I aa now visiting, together with my brother Brewer, 
at the invitation of the Chinese leaders* I shall soon have to fly by 
plane to the western province of Szechuan, bordering on Thibet, aa we have 
not two months to spare to go up the gorges of the Yn^gtae by boat. This 
airplane ia typical of the fact that China is moving fast in more ways than 
one. Below us in sunshine and shadow is the winding, yellow Yangtze studded 
with picturesque sails, with clustering villages along its banks. In ever 
shifting scenes of surpassing beauty. 

On arrival I made a rapid trip to the four strategic 
centers of the new China - Shanghai the financial capital. Banking the 
political, Hanebang the military and Peking the cultural capital* General 
Chlang expressed the wish to see us before we began to sddross the youth 
in these sixteen oities at this critical tins and kindly provided his own 
airplane so that wo could see the Cooitini: t “ravaged province of Kiangai 
which he has recently largely recaptured from the Redhrnies. 

Xa the last two days X have had too remarkable inter¬ 
views i one with the former Communist field Marshal, General Kung, oho cap¬ 
tured the capital city Chmgsha and who has now turned fully and finally 
against Cmasunion as the ohief nonaoo or millstone round the neck of China! 
and the seoond with that horoic missionary of the American Board, George 
Shephard. Ho one would be more amazed than George to be called a hero, but 
If he is net such, then X never saw a hero in my life* Be was surrounded by 
the Can unists near our American Board station. Bight ef his fellow mission¬ 
aries, Catholic and Protestant, won) killed and others soiled and held for 
ransom. But George escaped and he has been invited by General and Madam 
Chlang Kai-shek and the national Christian Council of China to inaugurate a 
Christian program for the rehabilitation of tills province of Kiarsi recently 
recaptured from the Communists* It is in this province that their capital 
of the U* 8. S. B. 8. - "the Union of Soviet, Socialist Republics ef China" - 
hns been located, and where they still have an any ef a hundred thousand 
soldiers fighting fiercely* 

In China today we are witnessing the stupendous process 
of 400,000,000 people, or one-fifth ef the population ef the world, in the 
midst of a vast forced transition from the ancient and medieval into the 
modern world. To 8 ter day I went through the old provincial capital ef Bzn- 

ehang, with its narrow back alleys and handicrafts unohani^ed from the time 
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of Christopher Columbus and Its moral codes* cue tarns and superstitions 
older than Confuoius* who live4,some twenty-four centuries ago* Then 1 
passed Into the broad modern streets* boulevards* parks* eleotrle light 
plants* radio and wireless stations* airdromes sad fortifications of this 
ohallongingly now military capital of China* These modern paved streets 
are not only piercing China*s ancient conservative oltles but opening up 
broad highways of thought end modern civilisation throughout what was once 
"changeless China*" 

Two simultaneous processes are taking plaoa in this 
ancient land* Qua is the disintegration of the old order which is visibly 
crumbling to decay and threatens China with banditry* civil war* foreign 
Invasion* chaos and danoafcJ.it at ion* Strangely enough the two oountrles 

which perhaps lead the world today in both corruption and orime are China 
and the United States (See the Wiokarsham Report* Vols* I to XII)* America 
has her gangsters and graft and China har bandits and "sqpeesa*" China my 
still be a little backward at ease points* She has not yet produced the 
equivalent of Dillinger, Big Bill Thompson* Busy Long or the lynching governor 
of California* 


The second process in China is one of re-ore at ion and 
reconstruction* She has to build a whole now civilisation under terrific 
pressure* the only question is* oan she do it In timet Certainly I never 
saw before one-tenth of the splendid work that is now being done in oeononio 
and rural rsocnetruotion in this tragic yet glorious country* China is 
troubled both by bandits and Communists* These have multiplied sinoe Japan 
took advantage of China* s weakness to sales her four rich Eastern Provinces* 
foment further strife in divided China* block plans for her reconstruction, 
force the resignation of the best League experts who wore working for her 
rehabilitation and finally overshadow and menace all North China by her eco¬ 
nomic domination* This oomnereial penetration oan beoemo military eonqiost 
whenever Japan chooses the tins* the occasion and the "incident” she wishes* 

I witnessed her eeisure of Mukden and Manchuria "to preserve the peace of 
the Far East* and am now observing the proposed extension of her economic 
and military imperialism over China dnd other parts of the Orient* 

General Chiang is at last suoseeding in uniting nearly 
all of China and le suppressing Communism and banditry in this province of 
Klangsi over which I am new flying* Luring the last two days I have mads 
a Journey by automobile over some of the 0600 miles of new roads he has been 
building here through the areas recently recaptured from the Communists. The 
whole region was impoverished* stripped bare end hungry* The chickens* hogs 
end cattle were all gone* The former banks* wealth and prosperity of the 
province had bacn swept sway in the Communist section* It reminded one of 
tlw devastated areas after the World iter* 

I had a thrilling Interview with the former Germanist 
Com ander General Kiung Ho-ohung* Poor and illiterate* he had entered the 
regular army as a boy of sixteen* He swallowed the propaganda that Conmunism 
was the pan&oea which alone could save China from her poverty* As a young 
captain* converted upon conviction* he Joined the Cmmunist forcee and rose 
rapidly as a commander of one of their six armies in Kisngsi and finally 
beoaut a field marstiell with 70*000 men under his eomnand* Be captured 
Changsha and almost seised Nanchang - two ef the provincial capitals* He 
told mo hew they would seise the rich merchants and landlords and demand 
huge ransoms • They would first behead one or two ae exa mplee before those 
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rich atii to strike terror Into the whole group end then demand their fortune* • 

Be gave me the name of one man who brought In $100*000 and wee then permitted 
to floe* He himself had four million dollars as loot in hie possession at 
one tine for which he was responsible* Hot one penny was wasted* 

Like the rest* this Oaununlst general received no salary 
atetever and all fought and worked with sacrifice and heroism* But Communism 
began to fail economically* After the rich had boon destroyed or despoiled 
they had to turn to the middle and poorer peasants with an increasing burden 
of taxation* Any man who had ton dollars was counted a Kulak or a capital¬ 
ist* La oh worker had to provide throe months labor without pay* floods be¬ 
came scarce and prices rose* Salt oorfc more than a dollar an ouncej and a 
foot of ootton cloth two dollars* 

The first arsy to enter a district was often lad by sealous 
young idealists* but others followed with barbarous cruelty* About one-third 
of the population in the oountles they seised fled or starred or wore killed* 

The general estimated that over 800*000 of the people in this pxprlnoe had 
perished. The whole prpvinoe was impoverished. He finally left the movement 
ao a nightmare, as the worst mcnaee of China* despite its ideal aims, its sao- 
rifiolal service and its suppression of squeeso and oorruption* Communism 
had boon the natural revolt Of youth against Intolerable eoonomie and moral 
conditions in the decaying civilisation of old China* But it had been tried 
and has failed in this prpvinoe of Klangal and eleewhere. They could social¬ 
ise wealth in Soviet Russia but they oould not eomcuniso poverty in Chins with 
leas than lialf an acre of arable land per capita* 

General Chiang, with a terrific moral drive* has opened up 
roads through this Com runlet territory In this long backward and neglected 
province whloh had boon fleeced by their own grafting officials. Himself a 
Christian, not only in nano but by conviction, he end his wife wore eonvinoed that 
only dynamic and vital Christianity soul d furnish the motivation and the sus¬ 
tained sacrificial drive and oonsooration that would bo nsooossry to toko over 
the work of rural reconstruction* rehabilitation and sdotation ao desperately 
needed in this desolated province* 

All turned to our devoted George Shephard* missionary of 
the American Board* who had been driven away from the neighboring province of 
Fukien by the Ccranuniets* Bo has gathered a heroic band of Chinese Christian 
00 logs graduates who are serving without salary like the Coammiata* If they 
can maintain their present manner of lift these Christians will out-think the 
Cornmunlsts* they will outlive them, they will outdle them* I found them living 
In a poor parsonage and church which had reoently been occupied by the Commun¬ 
ists. They were opening schools In tbs old temples and ancestral halls* The 
dust-covered and deserted idols were loft lil the dark alcoves, and schools 
which were to change life and not surely ideas were bussing in the old temples* 
This group of devoted workers have their economic experts on rural reconstruc¬ 
tion, eoiontlflo agriculture, seed selection and the founding of cooperative 
societies* They will in time have aid for the farmers in the eultir atien of 
wheat* rice, cotton and cottage Industries* There I met an agricultural export 
sent out by the League of Hat Iona with all the gathered experience of Lexmark 
la the great Christian movement for people* a high schools and cooperative farm¬ 
ing launched by the saintly Bishop Qrundtwig a generation ago* It is just such 
a work* both spiritual and practical, that this devoted band propoaes to do in 
c hina* as Orundtwig did In Denmark and Oborlin in France*

My Dear Mr, Page; You will not ruafiaucr «e but I have me t you 
several times and recently at the Massaneta Conference. You and 
our friend sherwood ^duy have been a great inspiration to me for 
some time and’I am making bold to v.rite you in a very patsonal way. 

As a, member of tne Church of the Brethren I am committed to certain 
life principles. As an individual I am much disturbed, For years I 
have felt that the peace concepts of my people and my own in parti¬ 
cular w~A't very eager and lacking in virility though I find them 
in advance of the views held by most of my fellows. Tile few brief 
contacts which I have had with you ana Mr. Eddy-listening contacts 
as you lectured- have convinced me that you nave something that I 
need and want. 

As Field Man for my church I contact and will be contacting some- 
fifteen thousand of the choice young people of my denomination. I 
am priveleged to touch a fourth of tile youth of my fraternity as 
regional director, I have been experimenting with what I term a 
"Hound Table Experiment." I bring together bi-monthly key youth 
from the local churches of three of our church districts. There are 
some six hundred of these selected youth in five Round Tables. In 
a few weeks I shall extend this plan into tnirteen districts if our 
plans work and will then contact the fifteen thousand through this 
selective plan. 

My conviction is that I need an enriched concept of the Cnrist Y/ay 
of life and the application of this Way in daily experience, I need 
it as a means of relief from my ais turbed preo.icaiij.ent; I need it 
to realize my best self; I need it for the sake of tile eager youtn 
whoi. I am priveleged to contact; and certainly I need it to rtalize 
the will of God in the- small circle of lifts in wiiien I move. I 
purchased two of your books which I am now reading- "Living Crea¬ 
tively, M and "National -defense," I am enjoying tnem very muen. 

Could you advise me as to a course .of .rea ding ana study tnrough 
which I might strengthen my inner life anu"DJttJaaen my concepts of 
the Christ '»*ay of Life for 1934?

I have long admired your out-spoken way of handling live topics in 
the pages of the "ill-fated" WORLD TOMORROW, and now as a redular, long-time 
reader of THE CHRISTIAN CENTURY, I write to commend you for the plain words 
in the current issue on "Unemployment - Shall We Nurse It or Cure It?" 

In the language of the street, "I guess that's tollin' them!" 

During the past two or three years I have written to many of the 
more progressive Magazines, pointing out the real block to all our best- 
laid plans for the.salvation of man, materially, namely the Profit System, 
and urged them to frankly and openly begin a smashing attack upon the 
system itself. 

I have submitted articles up to 2,000 words in length, intended to 
clearly show how few people are today actually in a position to‘benefit from 
the Profit System, how for the vast majority, it is of no consequence at 
all, how it is at the bottom of the Armaments Scandal, Bootlegging, and a 
host of lesser crimes against all of us, how the Government is entering 
more and more into varied lines of business, all with the Profit Motive en¬ 
tirely absent, and how it is today no longer necessary or desirable; that 
for most of us it has long been but a delusion and a snare, and that with 
Profit-taking made illegal, and 3ervice made the prime mover, we could look 
confidently to a great forward movement of the people to really better things. 

My articles, without exception, all came back. 

Finally, however, I submitted one to Marvin Sanford, Editor of the 
NEWLLANO COLONIST, the official paper of the Geo. Pickett Cooperative Colony 
in Louisiana, and he printed it. Subsequently he printed some eight others. 
This was in the Winter of 1933 - 1934. 

I later rewrote much of the material, wove it together in a consecu¬ 
tive form, and published it in the form of a 68 page pamphlet, some 25,000 
words, under the title, "LET'S HAVE ACTION". Because of insufficient funds 
I could have only 500 copies printed, the cost being prohibitive, but those 
300 copies, published in Feb., advertised in April SURVEY GRAPHIC, were all 
sold by June 1st, and I had orders for 70 that I could not fill. 

My sales price of a dime I found covered Just one half of the cost of 
the booklets, postage on same, and other necossary correspondence, so I lost 
about $100 on the transaction and couldn't afford to have more printed.

As a way out of the dilemm fc cut the verb^ige down more than half and 
was thus able to get the printing or a second ediftion done at a figure that 
a sales-price of a dime will cover, both the cost of printing and the postage 
on the books to the"customers".

I am just back from a most interesting trip in 
Wisconsin and in the onion fields of Ohio. In Wisconsin I saw the 
greatest interest in Socialism that I have ever seen among farmers. 

In the onion fields I saw a fine bit of organization done by Social¬ 
ists against intolerable exploitation. I come home to find Social¬ 
ists exceedingly active and helpful in the textile strike. 

As I see the general state of affairs in the 
country the next few months are peculiarly critical. If we Socialists 
cannot take advantage of our opportunity we shall see a drift on the 
one hand to another attempt to save us by a good man and a good patent 
medicine in an old party as in California! On the other hand we may 
see a drift toward chaos and despair. 

Now the Socialist party since Detroit is, I am 
convinced, in better position than ever before to make an aggressive 
and intelligent fight in this country. As you know, it is desperately 
handicapped for lack of funds. We must lay our hands on $6,000 to 
finish out this year . That includes what is most important, setting 
up a Labor Department. We have elected Paul Porter labor secretary. 
Before he was compelled to spend some months in a sanitarium for 
tuberculosis he was doing a remarkable job of labor organizing in 
Philadelphia. In the sanitarium he wrote the Commonwealth Plan which 
you may have seen - a plan from which I, for one, hope much. It is 
not a binding creed on all Socialists, but it is a practical outline 
of the sort of thing thit can be done. Fortunately, Paul is well 
enough to get to work. We want to send him to Chicago where he can head 
up educational work, relief work and contacts between the party and 
labor. 


I am therefore writing to a few of you who in the 
past have given generously to help the Socialist party. It seems to 
me that if we are to take our Socialism seriously we've got to prove it 
now and pay for it. May we count on you to help us in this great cause?

Among the organizations sponsoring 
the series are The Christian Association, "The Buoknellian", The 
Forum, and the Sociology Seminar, and also the following community 
organizations: A.A.U.W., Civic Club, Rotary Club, Lion’s Club. 

Would it be agreeable with you for us to bring together at 
say y 3 p.m, on Sunday the members of the Cabinet and certain other 
picked students for an informal hour in which you would sound them 
out and give them a ohance to know you before the beginning of the 
series? If this would add more to the plan that you feel you should 
carry, we will omit it.

The notice of your change in plans with reference 
to THE WORLD TOMORROW and the change of your family 
looue from coast to coast was received three weeks ago. 
This prolonged depression has put a crimp in a good 
many worthy plans and projects. I myself completed a 
manuscript on THE WILL TO FRIENDSHIP. It contains 
chapters as follows: Education, Citizenship, Goodwill, 
Attitudes, Culture, Friendship, and Humanity. It is a 
psychological, social, and educational treatment bear¬ 
ing upon our present world convergence. Concerning it 
I wrote about a dozen publishers. They replied,frankly 
doubting whether under present conditions there would be 
sufficient sales to justify publication. Some three or 
four, even after expressing their doubt, signified a 
desire to read the manuscript. To Macmillan's and 
Harpers' I sent it. Each returned it, writing me at 
sqme length in terms of genuine appreciation of its 
content, but hesitated, due to the sales possibilities. 

I wish I could get it out of my system; that is, find 
someone to publish it as I am now turning from it to a 
manuscript on social philosophy which is designed as a 
textbook in that field. I find that my interests are 
centering increasingly upon social problems, and I 
should like to do my bit in the remaining years in that 
field. 

I take it that you will live largely in New York, 
making occasional visits to Whittier in your lecture 
schedule. 

The University opened with an increase of students 
from ten to fifteen per cent. Philosophy's enrollments 
have increased in like ratio. I am delighted with my 
new classes, and am happy in my work. 

My regards to you and yours, remembering ever with 
pleasure and profit our fellowship of the years.

I have telephoned the Bridgeport 
people in charge of the Norwalk meeting of the 
County Council of Religious Education and they 
tell me that you are expected to speak at 8:00 
after a worship period and that you will un¬ 
doubtedly be through with the talk and questions 
by 9:15 or 9:30 at the very latest.

If not, I will have to find something 
else. : 7e have heard nothing from the Bethany situation. I am 
assuming that nothing definite has happened or they would have 
let me know about it. 

Much of our spare time has been given to our new 
daughter, Margaret Lee, who arrived August 12th. She is getting 
along fine, but it has meant a lot of extra work for Beatrice, 
with moving coming so soon. 

I suppose you and Alma have had a moving experience, 
too, from what I saw in the Christian Century. I certainly was $cf> 
sorry to hear that the World Tomorrow had to succumb to the finan¬ 
cial crisis. I know that you will continue to have a wide in¬ 
fluence in other ways, though. 

Here at Eureka we are organizing a Sunday Evening 
Club for the purpose of discussing the vital social, economic, 
racial, interna’;ional, £t al issues of the day. We are hoping 
from time to time to get outside men who are real authorities in 
these various fields to come in and lead us in open-forum dis¬ 
cussions. The interest in the enterprise is fine on the part 
of students and faculty members and we are counting on a year of 
real profit from the work.

Kirby Page has jrart telephoned rao the joyful news of year nost 
generous promise to give 12,000 to the Fellowship of Eeeonoiliation for the 
advance program outlined in his letter. I cannot thank yon enough for this 
evidence of your faith la the fellowship and in the importance of the essential 
work we are trying to undertake. 

We had a aagnifloent eonferenoe at "iooduont, Connecticut over the 
last week-end and there was unanimous enthusiasm for the work to whieh we are 
setting our hand* There is thankfulness also fbr the feat that we have oane 
through the difficulties and tils divisions of tho loot year as well as we have. 
Following upon the deoisions of our Council meeting last December, there have 
been no more than 88 resignations of members from the Fellowship while, on tho 
other hand, we have enrolled 1,088 now '.combers since then, including such 
powerful adherents as Dr. Barry Emerson Fosdlok, etc. We have also emerged 
from debt for the first time In several years and we have secured for oar now 
treasurer Mr. Wellington Tinker who is well-known throughout tho Christian Student 
Movement of the United States for his life service In that oause, and who bap 
been a wise and unflinching member of tho F. 0. S. ever since 1917. 

Last summer I vas in Europe and had a successful trip, visiting 
our members in iinglsnd, Germany, Austria, Switserland, France and Danmark. I west 
into Germany the week following the terrible ftasi executions, and cane oat of 
Austria tho week preceding Dulfuas* assassination. Bat everything was quiet and 
peaceful as far as 1 was oonscrnad. I had no adventure whatever. 

In France, our brave young minister, Philippe Vernier, has been 
sentenced to two years more in military prison for refusing to aervs in the army. 
Another of our members, with whom I talked, will probably receive a similar 

sentence before the first of next year. Our valuable French secretary, Henri 
Boser, is carrying on valiantly in Paris, assisted by a splendid young English* 
man, Daniel Hogg, a nephew of iiuriel Lester. 

So far as I could ascertain, none of our members are in prison 
In Germany at present although some of them have been there or In oonoentration 
camps. Perhaps a hundred have lost their positions as teachers or professional 
persons. I am sorry be say that the Fellowship as an organisation been 
dissolved there. I think that the Quakera are the only peace organisation still 
existing. However, I visited our former secretary, Wilhelm Mensching, and vas 
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assured by him and others that although our group, of sans 800 uTirrrntn and 
frlanda, has bean dissolved moat of these persona are holding true, and Informal 
connection le maintained between them. Uensehing fully expected to hare been 
put in prison himself but almost miraculously escaped although his house mas 
searched on four different occasions, his passport taken away from him and his 
mil controlled. Bo la still able to continue as Pastor of his thousand year old 
Church and in general his situation la better then it rma last fall. 

Ihe most memorable meeting X had in Oe eras with a Roman Catholic 
prieet who arranged a secret meeting in the garden of a oonrent, with some 18 or 
a> adherents of our movement, most of them young men. We sat thera In the garden 
talking lata Into the night and, with the terrible oppression which one sensed 
hanging everywhere around, my mind was lrresl stably carried back to the early 
masting* of the Christian* in the Carden of Gesthetmene, in the homes where »t. 

Paul talked and in the underground gatherings in the eat assays. 


X hop* I have not written too long a letter but I muted you to 
5“" •J^husiaetie I » sbout the work which the Fellowship is doing, aaft 
how grateful for your eld which makes It possible for us to forgo ahead.

My dear Dr. Page: 

We are indeed happy that you are 
coming to Bangor on Nov. 8th. I "believe Fielder is 
using you at Orono also. This is a word or two to , 
ackowledge you publicity material which came today 
and to tell you a little of the local situation. 

The Bangor Brewer Ministerial Asso¬ 
ciation drew up the enclosed memorial and presented 
4it to the local school committee. Immediately the 
issue was open, having "been tacitly Closed for several 
years. Club presidents, service club executive*.Parent 
Teacher heads etc all assured me it was never discussed 
at any meetings and that a wise clergyman would not 
touch*it.As soon aB the Ministerial Union acted the 
Baptist minister fa liberal) and myself preached a 
joint sermon on the matter with a large radio audience 
fit being a clear night and perfect reception) The 
papers gave it front page publicity the next day and 
tho issuG omed up wl&6. TIig psrpsrs bxg i-ol/i strongly 
militaristic as is the community generally. Vhe churches 
are divided. Three ministers are very hostile to our 
joint action and say we should "stick to our knitting”. 

The Bangor Commercial has printed.four 
editorials against us and many ’’letters to the editor” 
criticising us strongly. We have ofcourse only asked 
for the elimination of COMPULSORY training, the issue 
of liberty of conscience etc. altho all but one of the 
ministers who signed were willing to ask for abolition of 
the entire cadet corps. We felt it wise not to ask for 
too much. It seems to have made little diffei’ence. 

The town is very sore at the ministers for raising the 
issue. They want military training, compulsory and all. 

A few citizens who are strong for preparedness have 
signed our ministerial memorial which we sent to sll. 
the clubs. Most of the people say, however, that if it 
isn’t compulsory the boys will not take it and they 
should take it for we dont want to be caught unprepared 
as’ Tn”the last war. The chief argument at present is 
the Legion's memorial sent to the school committee 
yesterday with 500 names which said that a national 
poll reveals that It CTO training does not militarize 
the youth, that it does not increase the mr mind.
